—A cool, moist blanket of fog 
drifted in early today across 
the fire-seared Santa Monica 
mountains, where three disas- 
trous fires glowed only as em- 
bers.

Economy and Future Weapons 

There are disturbing that the Eisen- 
hower Administration, in its efforts to keep the 
1958 military budget at the very lowest possible 
figure, is going to push economy too far. 

It has for many decades been customary to 
criticize generals and admirals on the ground that 
instead of being progressive they hold to abso- 
lete weapons and antiquated tactics. At various 
times the machine gun, the submarine, the tank, 
the plane and radar were badly underestimated. 
But now the Department of Defense is doing just 
the reverse—counting on weapons of the future 
before they are perfected and ready for use. 

Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips (Ret.), the 
Post-Dispatch military analyst, told Sunday how 
the Administration is looking to guided missiles 
to substitute for planes to a certain extent. A‘: 
he wrote: “The tendency in budget thinking 
to use future possibilities as a justification of 
weakening present weapons.” 

It would indeed be serious if, for instance, 
this nation found on some sad day that its inter- 
ceptors were obsolete and the antiaircraft mis- 
Siles it had counted upon were no substitute for 
the needed modern interceptors 

The Defense Departme nt also is drafting a 
plan to cut the nation’s military reserve program. 
The revision, it is said in the Pentagon, will em- 
phasize quality instead of quantity. Yet for a 
long time the Pentagon has asserted the re- 
serves have the quality as well as the quantity. 

The new reserve law, which was passed in 
August 1955 only after President Eisenhower 
himself took a leading part, was supposed to 
produce a ready reserve of 2,900,000 men by 
1959. But means for producing such a 
big reserve were not supplied and the effort has 
been lagging badly although the Pentagon kept 
repeating the program would work out all right. 
It may well be that any plan to revise the re- 
serve setup is simply

No matter whether the temperature 
is unseasonably high or low, the sea- 
son's change is here when dawn and 
dusk are times of slanting winter light, 
when the sunrise and sunset are far 
off to the south and the midday sun 
sweeps into the south windows. 


And if the sky at dusk is rimmed 
with faint, greenish light you can be 
giad tor a full oil tank, a heaped coal 
bin organ ample supply of firewood. 
Winter is there in sight, in that icy 
band of sky: very likely it will be nip- 
ping at nose and fingers by morning 
after such a dusk. 

Each season has its own light, its 
own sunrise and sunset. Spring is a 
lightening of the sky, a new clarity of 
the blue, an absence of that feathery 
snow-threat that is so typical of March. 

Spring is an equinox and sunrise 
square with the compass. Summer is a 
dazzle, though often gauzed with heat 
haze or high-flown dust. And the 
northing sun marks the summer, early 
sunrise, late sunset .and a lingering 
dusk. Autumn is a time of crispness, 
even in the air, and the light is like a 
burnish for the Changing leaves. Au-

tumn sunrise seems often to reflect 
the flaming maple and the golden 
birch: and autumn is another equinox, 
sunrise and sunset once more square 
with the directions 

Then comes the southward shift to- 
ward winter, the sky clarifies itself 
with frost, and the light begins to 
shimmer. Late dawn with a long, 
slanting light that touches the leafless 
hillsides with a brief, rosy glow. Then 
comes the cold, and the icy green at 
sunset: and after that comes the snow, 
and the winter light on the snowy 
land is full of blue and purple which 
lie like lakes along the drifts. Then 
the solstice, winter at its depth, and 
deep, long starlight.

Campaign Will Close Jan. 
31 With Mothers’ 


March. 
The local 1957 March of 
Dimes, fund-raising campaign 


of the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis, will open 
Wednesday and will be cli- 
maxed with a Mothers’ March 
on Polio when it closes Jan. 31, 


Postmaster Bernard F. Dick- 
mann, chairman, announced 
today. There is no _ specific 
goal. 


Dickmann urged “generous 
contributions” to the St. Louis- 
St. Louis county campaign, stat- 
ing “the fight against polio is 
far from over.” 

“There are still some 80,000 
persons in the country, and 
more than 800 of them are in 
pur community, who  were- 
stricken with polio in_ past 
years and who must be taken 
care of until they can be re- 
stored to normal, useful lives,” 
he said. . 

Most Americans, he contin- 
ued. still have not received polio 
vaccine and the importance of 
their receiving the three shots 
must be stressed again until 
they realize that only through 
inoculations can the disease be 
brought under as perfect con- 
trol as possible. 

Dickmann said research must 
be continued to make further 
improvement on the vaccine, to 
learn more about the duration 
of immunity 
cine production methods that 
will preclude future shotages 
and to carry on the search for a 
drug rather than a vaccine that 
will prevent paralytic polio. 

As an example of the cost 
of the disease, he pointed out 
some of the expenditures by 
the local chapter for patients 
in the city and county. A 
mother of one child, stricken 
in 1949 and confined to her bed 
since then, has received $16,320 
in patient aid. A 12-year-old 
child contracted the disease in 
1951 and treatment at City and 


St. Anthony's hospitals for 
paralysis has amounted to 
$7766. A girl, 7, who was 


stricken in September 1953, has 
been given a prolonged therapy 
program, leg braces and a 
whee] chair at a cost of $2041. 

“We need more physicians, 
nurses, occupational therapists, 
medical social workers and psy- 
chologists,” Dickmann said. 
“The March of Dimes has fi- 
nanced the training of thou- 
sands of these urgently needed 
experts, many of them in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county, by 
grants to the School of Medi- 
cine of Washington and St.

NEW IDEAS OF LAW 
CALLED FOR IN U.N. 


Professor Cites U.S. Ap- 
parently Acting Against 
Own Interests in Suez. 


The United States must act 
to establish new principles of 
law in the United Nations even 
if in some instances it may in- 
terfere with this country’s na- 
tional interest, Gray Dorsey, as- 
sociate professor of internation- 
al law at Washington Univer- 
sity said vesterday. 

As an example, Dorsey cited 
the action of the United States 
in the Suez crisis. “Although 
it appeared to some people that 
‘by going against Great Britain 
and France we were injuring 
our allies and weakening our 
military position, we obviously 
felt our action was the wiser 
|and safer course in the long 
run. 

“By such action, the United 
States helped establish the posi- 
tion where national behavior 
will be restrained by the prin- 
ciple of no resort to force.” 

Dorsey and two other Wash- 
ington University men, Merle 
Kling, associate professor of po- 
litical science, and Raymond 
Callahan, assistant professor of 
education, appeared on a panel 
discussion show over KWK-TYV, 
sponsored by the American As- 
‘sociation for the United Na- 
tions in co-operation with the 
League of Women Voters. 

Symbol of Unity. 

“The U.N, should not be per- 
ceived as a body that achieves 
victories or suffers defeats,” 
Kling taid The organization 
should be looked on as a sym- 
bol of unity in a world of di- 
versity, an instrument for car- 
rying out polices of its member 
governments. and an arena for 
conflict, Kling explained. 

Callahan, who served as panel 
moderator, opened the discus- 
sion with a review of the history 
of the U.N.

He 
was a member of a panel that 
examined the related problems 
of economic development and 
working class politics. 

He ticked off historical de- 
velopments that he said refute 
“ringing predictions” by Marx. 
The German advocate of Social- 
ism, Lorwin said, had prophe- 
sied a “steady intensification of 
the wrath of the working class,” 
because of industrial growth. 

“But the reverse has been 
a, Lorwin said, “in most of 

‘estern Europe and the United 
States. Only in France and Italy 
has working discontent con- 
tinued high—and there not out 
of the logic of economic growth, 
but in great part because of 
capitalists’ lack of vigor.” 

Marx was wrong in predict- 
ing a continued leveling of con- 
ditions among workers. Lorwin 
said. The educator said that in 
fact a variety of work oppor- 
tunities has developed, .causing 
“a new middle class” to spring 
up among the greatly increased 
ranks of professional. adminis- 
trative and white-collar work- 
ers, aS well as among the bet- 
ter-paid and more secure Man- 
ual employes.” 


One result of the develop- 
ment of the new middle class. 
he said. is that it has tended 


‘to blunt and diffuse the politi- 
cal protest of laber as a class.” 

Marx also predicted economic 
growth “would strip the pro- 
letarian of every trace of na- 
tional character.” said Lorwin. 
The educator said the fact is 
that national differences have 
been more sharply pointed up 
by economic growth, with “in- 
triguingly different types of la- 
bor movements” arising in dif- 
ferent countries. 

Marx died in 1883 at the age 
of 65. 


James Parton, publisher of 


American Heritage, told the 
historians there is a “great re- 
awakening of interest in his- 
torv” in America. Another 
speaker, Arthur A. Ekirch Jr.,

The idea occurred, too, that 
there frequently may not be 
too much difference between 
professional and amateur per- 
formers, at least in some 
fields. The pros, after they 
‘have been pros a few years, 
obviously are more proficient. 
The professional production 
in basketball, for instance, is 
a more finished performance. 
But where did these polished 
people come from? The col- 
lege courts, of course. 

Sometimes the transition 
from amateur to pro is pic- 
tured as a great leap. It does 
take time; but some make it 
pretty quick. 

“It reminds me of what 
one veteran said about his 
coming out of retirement to 
rejoin the pro golf tour,” 
said Dale Morey, naming an- 
other genial gentleman of 
golf. 

“*You aren't born profes- 
sional, Morey recalled the 
old pro as saying when asked 
why he came back to the 
tour. “‘I couldn't afford not 
to return when I saw these 
players, only a year or two 
out of the amateur ranks, no 
better than they were then, 
now winning all that money.’ ”’ 


Back With Amateurs. 

NOTHER man who made

amateur world is Joe Lap- 
chick, the former New York 
Knickerbocker coach who will 
bring his St. John’s (Brook- 
lyn) University team to St.

Power to Cause Depression? 

It’s. unreasonable to assume 
that installment debt, per se, 
has within itself the power to 
cause a depression. If business 
falls off, if people lose jobs, 
delinquencies will increase. No 
doubt about it. But so will the 
delinquencies among business 
borrowers. 

At the same time, both 
householders and lenders will 
become more cautious. New 

loans will fall off. This will 
be a result of the decline, not 
the cause. That’s a lesson we 
have to learn. 

Meanwhile, delinquencies are 
low. Repossessions of used cars 
are less than a year ago. And 
repayments are up sharply.

Neutralist Replaces U Ba 
Swe, Who Becomes 
Deputy Premier.

RANGOON, Dec. 31 (AP), — 
Burma is going back under the 
premiership of U Nu, a smiling 
apostle of neutralism in world 
affairs who has spent much of 
the last eight vears fighting 
Burmese Communists 

It % officially announced 
yesterday that he will rejoin 
the government and resume the 
Premier's post, from which he 
resigned last June 5 to devote 
full time to reorganizing his 
Socialist party, the anti-Fascist 
People’s Freedom League 

U Nu, is president of that. 
party, dominant in Burma, 
which lost 40 house seats to the 
Communists in an election last 
April. It still holds 169 of the 
250 seats. 

The announcement said the 
present Premier, U Ba Swe, 
will become one of three dep- 
uty premiers. Ba Swe, nick- 
named “Big Tiger.’ is an ex- 
teacher, former Defense Min- 
ister and party vice president. 

U Nu negotiated Burma's in- 
dependence from Britain in 
1948 and led the nation through | 
a long period of civil warfare | 
marked by uprisings of the 
Communists and other dissi-| 
dent factions. 


He visited the United States 
last summer in a world tour of 
western, neutralist and Com- 
munist nations.

these petitions to get 
anced view of how our men | 
were thinking, Gen. Leslie | 
Groves, tn charge of the project, 
suggested that I supervise an 
opinion poll among those who 
knew what was going on. 

We asked and received re- 
plies from 150 members of the 
Metallurgical laboratory at Chi- 
cago. The questionnaire had five | 
procedures, graded from no use 
of the bomb in this war to its 
military use in the manner most 
effective in bringing prompt 
Japanese surrender. 


By mid-July of 1945 the repre- 

sentatives of the United States, 
Great Britain and Russia were 
assembling at Potsdam. At the 
time of the great test explosion 
at Alamogordo on July 16, Pres- 
ident Truman and his party 
were on an inspection tour in 
Berlin. 
_As Truman tells me the story 
of the eventual day that the full 
account came into his hands, 
he immediately sent word to 
Winston Churchill. He then 
called a meeting of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 


It was at this meeting that 
Truman gave his formal assent 
to the use of the bombs against 
Japan if, when they were ready, 
it had not already been possible 
to achieve Japan’s surrender. 


This decision had the unani- 
mous approval of those present. 


Later the same day, according 
to Truman’s account, he told 
Joseph Stalin that he had re- 
ceived word of the successful 
test of a new type of bomb 
which was so powerful that it 
seemed likely to be of decisive 
effectiveness. We planned to use 
it against Japan if surrender 
were not forthcoming. 


Stalin congratulated him on 
his good fortune at having such 
a weapon appear at this oppor- 
tune moment. To the surprise 
of Truman and Churchill, Stalin 
otherwise expressed no curiosity. 


According to Churchill, no 
doubt was ever expressed at 
Potsdam over the use of the 
atomic bomb. Its use was taken 
for granted. 


The meeting at which Truman 
told Stalin of our intention to 
use the new bomb was on July 
24. It was the previous day that 
Col. K. D. Nichols came to me 
at Oak Ridge with the word, 
“Washington wants at once the 
results of the opinion polls on 
the use of the bomb.” 


I accordingly wrote out a 
message summarizing the re- 
sults as objectively as I could 
and handed it to the Colonel. 


What Do I Think? 
An hour later he came to me 
again. “‘Washington wants to 
know what you think.” 


What a question to answer! 

Having been in the very 
midst of these discussions. it 
seemed to me that a firm nega- 
tive stand on my part might still 
prevent an atomic attack on 
Japan. 

Thoughts of my pacifist Men- 
nonite ancesters flashed 
through my mind. I knew all 
too well the destruction and 
human agony the bombs would 
cause. I knew the danger they 
held in the hands of some fu- 
ture tyrant. These facts I had | 
been living with for four years. | 
But I wanted the war to end. 
I wanted life to become normal 
again. I saw a chance for ap 
enduring peace that would be 
demanded by the very destruc- 
tiveness of these weapons. I 
hoped that by use of the bombs 
many fine men I knew might 
be released at once from the 
demands of war and thus be 
given a chance to live and not 

to die. 
How I Voted. 

“My vote is with the major- 
ity,” was my message. “It seems | 
to me that as the war stands 
the bomb should be used, but 
mo more drastically than need- 
ed to bring surrender.” 

Two weeks later the first 
bomb fell on Hiroshima. 

I was in Chicago when news 
of the bomb was flashed over 
the radio and appeared in the 
bewspapers. The members of | 
the Metallurgical Laboratory 
were called together, and I told 
them what details I knew. 

Some learned then for the 
first time what the task was on 
which they had been working.

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A Quiet Time Comes | 
- For the Farmer 
By Leonard Hall 


HEN the sun finally broke through recently after 
Wy cevera days of constantly cloudy weather, we 

were reminded that we now have passed the win- 
ter solstice. The specific day, Dec. 22, is the shortest 
of the year and the 
one when the sun 
reaches its farthest 
point from the equa- 
tor. Actually it seems 
to stand still for sev- 
eral days, because it 
is some time before 
the elapsed hours 
and minutes between 
sunrise and sunset 
begin to increase. 
One might suppose 
that the winter .sol- 
stice also marked the 5 
middie of our cold ®& 
weather, although in 
our latitude we know 
it is more apt to §& 
be just the begin- & 
ning. In spite of this, 
however, once the 
shortest day is past 
we can begin to look 


forward to another season. If one places significance 
in the signs of the zodiac, it may be noted that 
this shortest day marked by the winter solstice 
comes at the first point of Capricorn. And this is 
not inappropriate for the time when father wakes up 
one morning to face the Christmas bills, since Capri- 
corn is the sign of the Goat. We did a bit of inves- 
tigation about the zodiac, never having had a very 
clear idea on the subject, and find that it is a broad’ 
imaginary band across the heavens which has the 
path of the sun as its center line and takes in the 
paths of the moon and all of our principal planets. 
Being not even an amateur astrologer, however, we 
will leave the subject without making any predic- 
tions about events to come.

DAYS ON THE FARM during winter are gov- 
erned very largely by. weather. From long habit we 
wake at the usual early hour, although if we didn't, 
Tiger would let us know about it in no uncertain 
terms. He spends the breakfast hour with us in the 
kitchen and if he doesn’t see lights and hear us 
stirring by 6 o'clock, he practically knocks the door 
down until we let him in. We do, I confess, sit longer 
over the second cup 6f coffee on these cold mornings. 
; But as daylight strengthens we can see, first of all, 
f the birds flocking in to Ginnie’s feeders and then 
* the heifers standing patiently at their feed bunks. 
| So before long I pull on boots and jacket and head 
for the barn. Recent rains turned the feed-lots muddy, 
yet we're thankful for every drop of moisture. So 
far, our rains have come slowly and there has been 
practically no run-off. Thus the level of our ponds 
has risen very little, although the creeks have come 
back almost to normal. This is an indication, we 
feel, that the underground water level is beginning 
to come up, with a steadier flow from the small 
springs. The low level of the ponds, however, means 
that the duck season went by with very few ducks 
& stopping here. Now and then we'll see a single | 

scaup or a pair of ring-bills. but this is quite different 
from the wet years when we could count on finding 
anywhere from a half-dozen to perhaps 50 ducks 
whenever we went to the Big Pond.

I DID HAVE an amusing experience one after- 
* noon while taking a short hunt with Tiger across the 
bottom fields. Our quarry was quail and there's 
: often a covey to be found in the heavy cover of 
sericea lespedeza and blackberry briars which sur- 
rounds the pond. This time, however, we missed 
them and I finally climbed up on the pond dam to 
scout for ducks, feeling that a fat mallard wouldn't 
be amiss during the holidays. There wasn't a duck in 
sight and I turned away and started to climb back 
down the dam, when I was startled by a loud | 
“quack, quack.” Three green-head drakes and two & 
hens were climbing skyward, already well out of 
range of my light quail loads; they'd evidently been 
sunning on the bank directly beneath my feet but 
: hidden by the sericea which grows high and leans 
well out over the edge of the pond. This ended our 
duck season and I wished the travelers luck on their 
journey to the southland, though knowing they'd 
have to run a long gauntlet of guns before reaching 
their feeding grounds in Arkansas or Louisiana. 
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AS WINTER PROGRESSES, more and more birds 
flock to Ginnie’s feeders and she is kept busy put- 
ting out her mixture of peanut butter and cornmeal. 
We keep a separate feeding tray with cracked corn 
for the English sparrows, which also pick up grain 
dropped by the cattle around the feed-bunks. But 
lately the fat rascals have discovered that, if they 
work hard, they can cling to the swinging logs which 
hold the peanut butter and consumption of this 
luxury bird food has climbed. Best customers of all, 
I expect, are the chickadees and titmice and Caro- 
lina wrens; then the hairy, downy and red-bellied 
woodpeckers. The multiflora hedges attract numbers 
of mockingbirds and several of these come in regu- 
larly. Then there are the white-breasted nuthatch, 
the cardinals, the juncos which generally prefer to 
eat on the ground, and a fair number of white- 
throated and white-crowned sparrows. Occasional visi- 
+ tors are song, eastern tree and field sparrows. 

* 

WE REALLY FEEL LUCKY that there comes 
a season in the country when work in the fields must 
be curtailed and when, since there are no longer 
daily chores such as cutting wood for the stoves, 
we can take time for other activities such as the 
typewriter which tends to grow rusty during the 
rest of the year. We've been hoping, too, for a 
warm spell when we could drive down to Carter 
county to do some planning on our forestry project 
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there. It looks now, though, as if this is one we'll

Way to Good 
Nutrition 


By Edith M. Barber 


HE nutritionists and the 
T home economists have been 

trying for some time to 
make it easier for housekeepers 
to plan satisfying meals for 
their families. During the day, 
all essentials for good nutrition 
should be furnished. 

A few years ago, a plan with 
seven divisions was originated. 
This has been simplified so we 
have only four groups to con- 
sider, plus the usual extras we 
need to provide enough calories. 

Group I is the milk group, 
particularly important for the 
calcium it furnishes. It calls for 
two or more cups for adults, 
with a larger amount for chil- 
dren. In addition to calcium, the 
milk group contains generous 
amounts of .protein and ribo- 
flavin, one of the B vitamins. 


Group II, known as the meat 
group, covers meat, poultry, 
fish, and eggs plus dried beans 
ahd peas and nuts. Extra pro- 
tein comes from milk, bread 
and cereals. 

Group HUI, vegetables and 
fruits, contributes vitamins and 
minerals in liberal quantities if 
a variety is used. 

Group IV, covering bread and 
cereals, supplies many nutri- 
ents but is especially counted 
upon for energy. 

There are other foods such 
as butter, margarine and other 
fats, and sugar and syrups that 
not only supply energy but are 
valued particularly for the fla- 
vor they add to our meals. As 
we have all discovered, food 
must appeal to the palate if it 
is to be eaten, 

Veal Stew With Biscuits. 

Two pounds neck of veal, cut 
in pieces, one medium onion, 
sliced; one - eighth teaspoon 
thyme, one and one-half tea- 
spoons salt, six medium potatoes, 
diced; six medium carrots, diced; 
three tablespoons flour, three 
tablespoons cold water, baking 
powder biscuits. 

Just cover veal with water. 
Add onion, thyme and salt, 
cover and simmer about 2 hours 
until tender. Add vegetables 
and cook \% hour longer. Mix 
flour and cold water, and stir 
into mixture. Cook over low 
heat until slightly thickened. 
Add more salt, if needed, and 
serve with split hot biscuits. 
Yield: 6 servings. 

Vegetables au Gratin. 

Allow 2 cups diced cooked 
vegetables to 1 cup medium 
cream sauce. Combine drained 
vegetables with sauce, add more 


seasoning if needed, and 
chopped parsley to taste. Place 
in greased shallow casserole 


and sprinkle with buttered 
crumbs. Bake in moderate oven 
(375 degrees Fahrenheit) 10 to 
15 minutes. Grated cheese may 
be mixed with the crumbs, if 
desired

'My Turn’ }

a Y TURN” is the expression used to call attention 

M to the fact that it is now the privilege and right 

to do something which many want to do and only 

one can do at a time. It includes such vitals matters as 

getting the marrow bone in the cutlet, sitting in a popular 

chair, and having the first choice of players in tiddle-de- 
winks. 

The turn results from the agreement to enjoy the privi- 
lege in rotation in order to avoid the exercise of brute 
force accompanied by slapping, hair-pulling and weeping. 

The claim “My turn” is made because someone else 
already is using the turn. That person will not yield at 
once. He will demand proof that it is somebody else’s turn. 
It then is necessary for the claimant to recall incidents that 
are alleged to have occurred perhaps several days ago and 
to produce witnesses to prove them. 

But the person who is using the turn will recall exactly 
the opposite incidents and produce just as many witnesses 
to prove them. Recourse then will have to be made to an 
impartial judge to hear all the evidence and render a 
verdict. 

Meanwhile, the person who is using the turn will no 
doubt be fearful of an unfavorable verdict and defeat it 
by going ahead and eating the marrow bone or sitting in 
the favorite chair or proceeding with the players of a de- 
sirable color. 

The judge will have the painful knowledge that, how- 
ever impartial the verdict may be, the losing party will 
feel that a grave injustice has been done. 

How much more peace in the home there would be if 
there were a marrow bone for every claimant, enough fa- 
vorite chairs to go around and if all the tiddle-de-winks 
players were of the same color, so that there would no 
longer be a matter of turns. 
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A Foe Tells How the Con Men Work

FTER 33 years aS manager 
Act the Better Business Bu- 

reau of St. Louis, Harry 
Riehl knows the mind of the 
confidence man, and just how 
it works. 

The con man, he will tell you, 
has contempt for people, and 
looks on them as uncertain, 
frustrated and emotionally un- 
stable. In his view, most of 
them are just waiting to be 
taken. 


In fact, Riehl, who is a pretiy 
good talker anyway, can look 
you in the eye and start giving 
you an imitation of a con man’s 
pitch which is so convincing 
you almost find yourself reach- 
ing for your wallet to buy some 
of whatever he's going to sell 
you. 

That is why he gets gso exas- 
perated at people. He just 
can’t understand why they go 
right on giving their money 
away to swindlers and confi- 
dence men, after all he’s been 
telling them for nearly four 
decades. Sometimes he _ gets 
real put out about it. 

“Some day before I retire,” 
he says, “I'd like to have my 
own ‘boiler room.’ I'd call all 
the tens of thousands of suckers 
on the sucker lists and in my 
files, and then just give them 
hell.” 

“But on the other hand,” he 
reflects, “you have to bear in 
mind that with a birth rate of 
4,000,000 a year, we have 4,000,- 
000 new souls who never heard 
of the ‘pigeon drop’ swindle or 
the ‘Spanish prisoner’ scheme, 
which has been going on now 
for nearly 200 years.” 


According to Riehl, we aill 
have what he calls a period of 
gullibility. It’s between the ages 
of 25 and 65. Before a man is 
25 he usually isn’t earning 
enough money to make him 
worth the con man’s time. After 
65 he probably had been bitten 
enough times that he’s plenty 
shy, and knows most of the 
rackets. But in between, oh 
boy! And few, he says, escape 
completely. Even the smartest 
will buy a ticket to a dinner, 
or contribute to a welfare fund 
that doesn’t exist.

NE of the boldest and most 
() protitic bunco artists who 

ever operated in St. Louis 
was Jake Karchmer, son of a 
Russian immigrant, who gave 
Riehl a merry chase for years. 
He specialized in phony charities. 

Karchmer was a sleepy-eyed 
looking man with wavy hair, and 
he was first heard of in the 
middle ‘20s. He wound em- 
ploy a boiler room full of tele- 
phone solicitors, all equipped 
with a sucker list, and start 
selling tickets by telephone to 
anything from a bingo party 
for disabled veterans to a milk 
fund for destitute children. 

Once when he was arrested he 
had 20. men on the telephone. 
The men got 25 per cent on all 
sales, and they said they were 
averaging $12 a day. Since they 
were making an aggregate of 
$240 a day as their cut, Karch- 
mer’s 75 per cent would come 
to about $720 a day. 

Karchmer wasn't an easy man 
to discourage. As soon as the 
Better Business Bureau and the 
law would catch up with one 
scheme, he would come out with 
another. Sometimes he would 
come up and talk them over 
with Riehl, man to man. 

For a time he moved out of 
the straight charity racket and 
started a mail order business in 
neckties, operating under the 
name of “Blind Man Tyler.” 
All the employes were supposed 
to be blind. He paid a blind 
man $50 a week to sit in the 
front office. In the big back 
room were dozens of people 
with perfectly good eyes turning 
out shoddy neckties by the 
thousands, which were mailed 
all Over the country with a tear- 
ful plea to help the blind. 

Riehl harassed him to the 
point where he finally went to 
Chicago, where he was arrested 
for p a fake milk fund 
for needy children. 

He was sentenced to two years 
in prison and Riehl! and the St. 
Louis police heaved a sigh of 
relief. But Karchmer got the 
decision reversed on appeal, and 
the next thing Riehl knew he 
was back in St. Louis with a 
boiler room full of telephone 
salesmen asking people to do- 
nate to a home for destitute 
women. Since the home didn't 


exist, he was arrested. He man- 


aged to beat the rap, but he 
was discouraged and went away 
to Texas. 

“One of the most colorful and 
interesting figures I ever met,” 
Riehl recalls, “was a character 
named Doe Miller. He was an- 
other one who used to come up 
and visit me. He was a well 
educated. His speciality was 
grass seed and he worked the 
medical and legal conventions. 

“He would mingle with the 
doctors and lawyers and in- 
gratiate himself. Then he would 
tell them about this miracu- 
lous grass seed he had de- 
veloped. The grass never grew 
higher than two inches, so it 
didn’t have to be mowed, and 
it stayed green all year. He 
would sell the seed for $8 and 
$10 a pound. But what they 
got was the cheapest kind of 
seed that sells for about two 
bits a pound. Doc Miller had a 
lot of charm. So much, in fact. 
that his victims never .seemed 
to resent being taken in.” 

— — * 
BOUT the craftiest crew of 
A protessional swindlers in 
America today are an inter- 
married tribe known as “The 
Terrible Williamsons.” The Na- 
tional Better Business Bureau 
figures they swindle Americans 
out of about $1,000,000 a year. 

The Williamsons specialize in 
three main types of swindle. 
One is the peddling of “hand- 
made imports,” like Irish lace, 
oriental rugs and British wool- 
ens, all the shoddiest material. 

Another is barn painting, roof 
repairing and lawn work. They 
stretch a gallon of paint with 
enough crankcase oil to cover a 
whole house or barn. The third 
is lightning rods. They pose as 
electrical engineers, with fake 


diplomas and sell rope for 
lightning rods. 
“Why, I saw lightning rod 


job for which a St. Louisan had 
paid. more than $300,” Riehl 
said. “And you know what it 
was. It was nothing but lengths 
of rope painted to look like 
metal. One end of the rope 
was attached to a rod stuck in 
the ground, the other end was 
looped over the roof gutter.” 


The Williamsons and similar 
roving bands of swindlers often 
work on what Riehl calls “the 
philosophy of shock.” A woman 
hires one of them to fix a hole 
in her roof. No price is actu- 
ally decided on, but somehow 
they give the impression it will 
be about $25. They go and sit 
on the roof half an hour, come 
down and hand her a bill for 
$150. She protests. She wants 
to call her husband. Okay, 
they'll settle for half, rather 
than have any trouble. She pays 
them $75 for having done noth- 
ing. 

One day a year or so ago a 
St. Louisan was approached by 
two men, rustic looking char- 
acters, who had a truck half 
filled with fertilizer. They said 
they'd been fertilizing a lawn 
and had the half load left over 
and didn’t want to take it back. 
They offered it cheap, so the 
man said okay. They put it on 
the lawn, but it didn’t look like 
much. 

“How about fixing up your 
lawn right?” they asked. The 
man, thinking in terms of what 
he had paid for the half load, 
and not knowing it was just a 
come on, said all right. When 
he got home the next night the 
lawn was covered and the two 
men were there with a bill for 
$2400 for 30 tons of fertilizer. 

This man, fortunately, had 
the sense to call Riehl, who ex- 
plained to him the shock phi- 
losophy. 

“They expected him to settle 
for half,” Riehl recalls. “I told 
him to pay them nothing. Be-

cause one thing we do know 
about the Williamsons and their 
kind is, they're not going to sue 
anybody. The last place in the 
world they want to go is to 
court.” 

Riehl has to admit, however, 
that aside from warnings and 
advice, there is nothing much 
he can do about the William- 
sons, a predicament enjoyed by 
every Better Business Bureau 
and law-enforcement agency in 
the country. Now and then a 
Williamson gets picked up: but 
one of the tribe is on hand 
immediately to bail him out. If 
they are fined, they consider it 
part of their overhead. The 
Williamsons drive brand-new 
Cadillacs, stay at the fanciest 
motels, eat and drink the best 
and go their merry way. 

The Williamsons are a little 
old-fashioned, however, com- 
pared with the suede-shoe boys, 
who take care to see that even 
though the intent is to deceive, 
the method is within the law. 
A new approach, for instance, 
called par-selling, is sweeping 
the country, including St. Louis. 

They work in crews, and two 
crews come to town at once. 
One crew works one end of 
town, the other crew the other. 
They go from door to door of- 
fering venetian blinds, storm 
windows or aluminum awnings. 
Their products are all right, but 
they're prices are so fantasti- 
cally high no one will buy, 
which is just the way they want 
it.

housewife finds herself con- 
fronted with a nice young man 
offering the same storm win- 
dows for a lot less that that 
man last week. So she buys. 
But even though it looks like 
a bargain, she usually pays 
double what she would have 
paid any reputable St. Louis 
dealer for the same product. 

The suede shoe boys have an- 
other racket in fake furnace re- 
pairs. They appear at the door 
and announce they are furnace 
inspectors. The housewife as- 
sumes they have official status 
with the city or the utility com- 
pany. 

After they have been in the 
basement for a time, they send 
for her. To her amazement the 
furnace is completely disman- 
tled. It will have to have a lot 
of new parts, she is told, to 
make it safe. Sometimes they 
try to convice her she needs a 
whole new furnace. 

Often people will pay, at ex- 
orbitant prices, for unneeded 
parts and for labor. If the 
householder protests and wants 
to call in his own furnace man, 
the suede shoe boys beat a 


hasty retreat. But they leave 
the dismantled furnace scat- | 
tered all over the basement | 
floor. 

The Better Business Bureau 
here, as elsewhere, was origin- 
ally set up to fight for truth in 
advertising. But it hadn't been 
in business long, Riehl says, be- 
foresit found itself brariching 
out into the problem of rackets 
and swindles. 

“We had several hundred 
businesses in our membership,” 
he recalls. “They each had an 
investment in overhead and ad- 
vertising to get and hold cus- 
tomers. Floating grafters and 
swindlers every year were tak- 
rH thousands and thousands of

firm deals with, which deter- 
mines the amount of work it 
causes for the bureau. Depart- 
ment stores pay the biggest 
fees. 

There are 115 members of the 
board of directors, and they're 
representative of every line of 
business on the bureau's roster, 
thus making it impossible for 
members in one line of busi- 
ness to control the board. 

There is an executive com- 
mittee of 25 members who, as 
Riehl puts it, are really the 
work horses. They meet month- 
ly and make recommendations 
to the board of directors and 
to Riehl. 

The bureau itself is divided 


into four divisions: Merchan- 
dising, investments, extension 
and frauds. 


Riehl’s two chief assistants 
are William C. Rosenbaum, who 
heads the investments division. 
and Kenneth W. Hood, who 
heads the merchandising divi- 
sion. Rosenbaum has been at 
the bureau 28 years, Hood for 
25 years. 

Merchandising involves every- 
thing loosely described as tang- 
ible property, from men’s un- 
derwear to diamond rings. The 
staff scrutiniZesvevery ad every 
day, confers with advertisers 
whose ads they consider dishon- 
est or misleading, and listens to 
the complaints, both personal 
and telephone, which come in 
every day and all day. 

The investments division 
deals with intangibles, which 
may include everything from 
insurance to correspondence 
courses. The job of the exten- 
sion department is to acquaint 
people with the bureau's work.

“As for the frauds division,” 
says Riehl, “we get so bogged 
down with frauds that we never 
have time to go out and cope 
with the swindlers. We can only 
try to warn the public.” This 
they do through their own 
bulletins, and through the co- 
operation of the newspapers, 
radio and television stations.

UT the big trouble today, 

says Riehl, is the psychologi- 

cal state of a nation which 
owes some 30 billion dollars in 
installment buying, and which 
seems to have an utter dis- 
regard for the ultimate cost of 
anything. “They never stop to 
figure out how they are often 
being taken with illegal rates 
of interest, phony carrying 
charges and the like,” he said. 
Their only concern is whether 
or not they can fit the new 
payments into the budget 

“A man came in here the 
other day who was paying 440 
per cent in interest and carry- 
ing charges on an old jallopy 
which wasn't worth what he was 
paying in interest. It’s hard to
